“Rykov said‘that between 1930 
and 1933 the opposition had in- 
tensified its campaign and had 
come in contact with Trotskyists 
and nationalist clements in vari- 
ous Soviet Republics.

Stephen’s Boys’ College and their aims were 
strongly supported in.a speech by His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, Sir Geoffry North- 


cote, at a ceremony held at the College at. 


Stanley yesterday for the official unveiling 
of four marble tablets on which the names of 
the Donors to the New Preparatory School 
were inscribed. ; 7 

His Excellency was met by the Reverend T. Mar- 
tin, Warden of the College, Bishop R, Hall 
and the School. Council, after which Sir 
Geoffry was conducted to the platform in 
the College Hall. 


In welcoming the Governor, 
Bishop Hall snid that it was hoped 
that His Excellency’s first visit to 
the College would not be the last. 
On behalf of the members of the 
College Council, Bishop Hall ex- 
pressed gratitude to Sir Henry 
Pollock and said that the College 
would not have come into being 
had it not been for the co-opera- 
tion of the European and Chinese 
Membors of the Council 


FOUNDING OF SCHOOL 

Sir Henry Pollock, who follow- 
ed, first mentioned the founding 
of the College in the City in 1908 
and the removal to Stanley in 1929, 
He outlined the growth of the 
building funds, mentioning Mr. 
Mok Kon Sang who headed the 
list with $20,000, and praising the 
Qld Boys whose Joyal services had 
made the new buildings possible. 
Over $600,000 had been spent in 
less than ten years, and the Gov- 
ernment were being approached 
for the grant of u 75 years! re- 
newable lease. Of this sum of over 
$500,000 no moneys had come 
from the Hong Kong Government, 
nor from England, except some, 
donations from personal friends.

I was, therefore, made very

Stephen’s College might be the 
better enabled to go forward on 
her great mission, :

If 
the world is in truth in a state of 
grave unrest, and if wars are go- 
ing on in various parts of tho 
world, the people surely have, 
right to learn of them by means 
of the daily Press and daily Wiro- 
less? This, Indeed, is undeniable, 
but it is by no means so certain 
that it is to the advantage of the 
people to have crises thus served 
up hot for them every morning 
und night. If the alarmed citi- 
zens could do anything effective t¢ 
alter the situations of which they 
learn with apprehension, some- 
thing would then be gained. But, 
in fact, for the most part they are 
impotent to influence the course of 
these events in one direction or 
another.

Of New Era 


It may be,-as Mr. Wells has 
suggested somewhere, that all our 
uncertainties and alurms are to bo 
regarded as the birth throcs of a 
new cra; that, in fact, it is bound 
to take humanity a considerable 
time to learn how to utilize with- 
out untoward consequences all the 
wonderful resources that the con- 
quest of knowledge, represented 
by sctentific discoverlos, has put 
at. its disposal. When we sce the 
matter in proper historical pers- 
pective, and come to realize that a 
generation, or even a century, is 
‘but a brief period in the history 
of the world, we may arrive at 
the conclusion that somo day. all 
these agonies of uncertainty and 
fear will perish from the: earth. 
Philosophically 
will no doubt be very comforting, 
but it is hardly a help in our pre- 
sent time of trouble. « Posterity 
may indeed enjoy haleyon days of 
pleasure and comfort, without 
disagreeable pains and penalties, 
as a result of science und wisdom 
nurching hand in hand, but we 
unfortunately shall not be able to 
share in them. For us ft is now 
or never, and sometimes it seems 
aa though in our day and genera- 
tion the curses and blessings of 
science fall upon us in equal por- 
tion.

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EVICTION SCANDAL 


Ree has the issue between a, legitimate return upon an 
investment and out-and-out victimisation been so clearly 
joined as at present in the exposure of the summary eviction 
scandal. Qn the one hand there is willingness, even to the de- 
gree of stretching a point in the landlords’ favour, to consent to 
the proposition that times. have been bad ang that a period: of 
pressing demand for housing accommodation justifies in some 
degree steps to recoup past “losses.” On the other hand is the 
intolerable practice, now brotight sharply: to oflicia! attention, 
whereby permanent or long-domiciled residents of the Colony are 
being dispossessed of their houses or flats—usually small flats— 
without opportunity of appeal, in order to make room for in 
dividuals or families seeking temporary refuge in the Colony and 
financially able to outbid the existing tenants in any game of 
auction, even if the tenant were given the option, For a while, 
these transient guests of the Colony adopted other methods, offer- 
ing substantial premiums to tenants for surrender of their pre- 
mises. As the extraordinary demand for accommodation inten- 
sified, however, no inducement was sufficient for such voluntary 
excursions into the ranks of the home-hunters. The result was 
that well-to-do refugees changed their tactics and offered sub- 
stantial baits to landlords, giving rise immediately to the con- 
ditions now the subject of widespread protest. On the face of 
it, Government is compelled to consider the contentment and well- 
being of permanent residents of the Colony above all other fac- 
tors, and passage of some such measure as suggested by Mr. 
J.P. Braga would mark a historic gain for the ideal of good gov- 
ernment and iin important cheek to any idea that Government 
will look tolerantly upon any. form of éxploitation. A genuine 
opportunity is offered for a showdown. 


Obviously, the exact form of restrictive legislation must be 
carefully weighed. An important principle is involved, and there 
is likely to be a great difference of opinion as to the means to be 
adopted for obtaining what we believe to-day are generally ap- 
proved ends, The Colony: will be reassured and the prospects of 


fecting the machinery before it is introduced. Government will 
seck to be‘ fair to landlords as well as provide security of tenure 
for tenants willing and able to meet the obligations they assume 
under the tenanty. :

Thirteen Millions Want To Read Books 


T is & commonplace to say that 
more books are published to-day 
than ever before, Week after week 
a flood of literature is poured out, 
to an apparently avid public. From 
which one proceeds to reason that 
more books are read now than 
formerly. The. truth is almost 
fantastic—books are not being 
read, they are being wasted, 
From a hundred library reports 
one knows what the general pub- 
lic desires in reading matter. 
‘Novels ate first — an easy first. 
But novels cost 7s. Gd. Which 
means that so far as the majority 
are concerned, novels are borrow- 
ed from librarics. 
. Nearly thirteen million readers 
are enrolled in free and quasi-free 
libraries. There is the reading 
public. In England — library- 
services are well-organised. There 
are annual reports, analyses, sta- 
tistics of demand and supply, 
urapha, reservation forms, ‘walt- 
ing-lists—in fact, almost every- 
thing but books! 
» The first and moat startling fact 
indicated by the reports is that 
library-membors cai only read 
out-of-date books, Consider the re- 
port of a well-run library in Lon- 
don. “Gunther’s ‘Inside Europe” 
has a walting-lat of over two hun- 


dred and fifty.” In. other words,, Et 


tho last person on that list will re- 
ceive “Inside Europe’ in—19431! 
Again, from another library re- 
port comes the information 
that, “or Margaret Mitchell's 
novel, ‘Gono with the Wind,’ there 
ia still a waiting-list of a hundred 
and twenty.” Some time in 1941 
tha subscribors.at the ond of that 
list will bo able to read the book 
they want now.

With something liko three- 
quarters of his output left on his 
hands, the pessimism scems justi- 
fied. Yet it should ‘be possible to 
do somcthing with thirteen’ million 
library members. 

Two wholly uneluctable facts 
are (a) that books are too dear, 
and (b) that the provision of frec 
or nearly-freo books is little more 
than a pretence, To offer a place 
on a waiting Hat instead of a book 
ia worse than an evasion—it is an 
insult, The futility only becomes 
apparent when one rogards the 


waiting list asa quoue—flve years 
long! 

One cannot ignore “the clamour 
for novels” nor “the great public 
interest in internationat politics.” 
Again and. again, in the reports 
olive reads of “requests for books 
like ‘Inside Europe,’ “Europe Un- 
der the Terror,’ and ‘Behind the 
Spanish ‘Barricades.’

Only when these 
basic principles are grasped can xuch 
criticismo bo teen in their true per- 
spective, while many of them will be 
found to hnve no basis whatever in 
fnct. Such a thumb-nall sketch as Js 
porsible In a letter cannot hope to bo 
comprehensive; it can only attempt 
to clenr up the | grosser misundor- 


-lstandings and perhaps point the line 


of appronch to n further study of the 
problem, 

Let us start with Professor Middle- 
ton Smith's assertion that under ca- 
pitalism no une starves, If ever o 
system wan condemned, it In by this 
oft-repented statement In its defence. 
The National Survey of Potential 
Product Capacity, set up in America 
in 1934, discovered thnt every family 
of four persons could provide itself 
with an income of $4,400, or nbout 
£915, a year nt 1029 prices, if Ameri- 
ca's productive resources were used 
to the full and their product divided 
between all familigs. Competent 
economists have calculated that a 
similar averago family income is pos- 
sible in England. Yet according to a 
report published in the Lloyds Bank 
Monthly Revicw for July 1934, the 
average income for n family of four 
in Britain is £100 a year for two 
thirds of the population. Put in 
terms of deprivation and misery, an 
average annual income of £26 per 
head moans, according to the official 
Orr Report (1986), that only 10 por 
cent. of tho population of Britain ara 


he goods produced In the cnpltalist 
nyatem, ond the valuo of the goods 
which have to bo given to tho non- 
enpitaliats to keop them alive. 

Now this maldistribution of income 


js an cascatial part of capitallem, |, 


under which tho very condition o 
production {in the erention of the 
maximum amount of profit. More- 
over, not only docs {t cnuso the gross 
misdirection of production from the 
point of view of human necds, on des- 
eribed above, it also results in a 
situation in which capitalism is rapid- 
ly becoming unable to function at all. 

We have scen that, an a result of 
this maldistribution of income, by no 
means all tho consumnblo goods that 
are produced, far less all that could 
be produced, can find a market. It 
is quite simply impossible for the 
enpitalists te consume all the goods 
that their incomes entitle them to 
buy: What then do thoy do with the 
surplus? They Invest it, that in, 
they buy further means of produc- 
tion. Tho productive system, follow- 
ing the call of demand, swings pro- 
portionatcly round from the produc- 
tion of consumption goods to the 
production of means of production. 

ut these new means of production 
can only be used to produce more 
consumer goods. Yet the larger -part 
of the Income created by their use 
will be distributed in rent, interest, 
and profit, and so will not be avail- 
able for the purchase of donsumor 
goods, It will be reinvested in fur- 
ther means of production — with 
exactly the same result as before, the 
repeated process. bringing about aA 
progressive divergence between pro- 
ductive capacity and consuming ca- 
pacity. 

CAPITAL CONCENTRATION 

Moreover this process of tho ac- 
cumulation of capital fs self-accelerat- 


adequately fed, while JO per cent. are 
grossly undorfed. That the situation 
1s not dissimilar in America may bo 
Judged from Prasident Roosevolt’s 
statement Inst year that one third of 
the people are “ill-fod, ill-housed, and 
Il-clothed.” 
ORR REPORT 

Thus in the two most highly Indus- 
trialisod countries in the world, 
where abundance js possible for all, 
it Is bossted that capitalism at Icast 
lets no one starve. But is even this 
truce?) The Orr Report shows that a 
substantial portion of the population 
of Britain, if not actually starved 
rapidly to death, is condemned to u 
permancnt state of semi-starvation. 
“And it is hunger”, suys Professor 
Middleton Smith, “that causes revo- 
lution.” 

What is this system that is respon- 
sible for such an appalling state of 
affairs? Cupitalism 18 the economic 
system under which the means of 
production (land, factories etc.) are 
privately owned (by individuals or 
groups of individuals) and worked 
tor the profit of the owners by the 
non-owners. The incentive for, in 
fact the very condition of, production, 
is private profit; that is, those things 
will be produced. and only those, 
which will yield a profit. This means 
that productlon will follow demand, 
increasing the supply of goods and 
services with the demand tor them, 
and vice versa. Now it would seem 
that under such a system goods and 
services would be produced in direct 
proportion to people's need for them, 

DISTRIBUTION DIFFICULTY 

But what netually happens? First, 
it is to-day profitable to produce fool- 
ish luxuries, but unprofitable to pro- 
duce the‘ additional fuod, clothes, and 
housing, which millions of people des- 
perately need. Secondly, quantities 
of gouds are periodicaily produced 
which the rich do not want and the 
poor cannot buy, and which have, in 
consequence, to be destroyed. (This 
is called “over-production.”) Thirdly, 
fo avoid “over-production,” eapital- 
ism is forecd to restrict production 
(in 1030-33 America used its produc- 
tlve resources to under 60 per cent. 
of their capacity), thus not only de- 
priving the people of the goods and 
services ‘which those resources could 
have produced, but also creating mil- 
lions of uneniployed (between ten 
and twenty million in Britain * and 
America ‘in 1980.) Fourthly, — the 
point is reached where, as we have 
seen above, in tho midst of potential 
plenty for ail, a substantial portion 
of the population is forced to live in 
grinding poverty. And finally, it be- 
comes apparent that all these evils, 
so far from diminishing, are becom- 
In progressively more intense, 
bringing. in their wake the calamities 
of civil conflict and international war. 

Tho main difflculty of capitalism is, 
of course, apparent. It cannot dis- 
tribute ¢! foods it produces, | Why 
is this?’ Distribution is effected 
through tho medium of moncy. Money 
incomes under capitalism are ‘paid 
for two diatinct and different func- 
tions: to somo, .for tho quantity and 
quality of the work they do (wages, 
salaries, fees); .to others, in virtue 
of their ownership (or part owncer- 
ship). of tho means of production 
(profit, interest, rent), Of tho lats 
tar payments, interest and rent arc 
paid out of the profits which the 
Jectual users of tho means of produc- 
tlon can make, aro in fact subdivi- 
sions into which profit is split up 
when' and {f thoir owners hire out tho 
means of production {Instead of using 
thom themselves. {If the owners 
thomeelycs use their means of pro- 
duction, then, ef course, they get. no 
interest or rent, but all tho profit.) 
: OWNERS’ INCOMES 
> But where does this-profit como 
from? Jt tu paid to the owners of 
the means of production by tho non- 
owners, for allowing them access to 
tho means of production without 
which they cannot Iive. Moreover, 
so great is the bargaining power de- 
rived from thoir monopoly of the 
workers’ means of livelihood, that the 
owners aro able to appropriate prac- 
tically ovorything over. and above 
what -tho rost of tho population. must 
koop in order to Hvo and work. Thus 
tho owners, or . capitalists, get the 
difference between tho value of all 


‘ + 


ing, since tha now means of produc- 
tion are always more “efficient” or 
“mechanised”, that is, more plant 
and less labour is used in the pro- 
ductive process, which moans that 
more income will be distributed by 
way of rent, Interest, and profit, to 
the owners, and that fess income will 
be distributed by way of wages and 
salaries to the earners; which means 
n further increase in the production 
of means of production. Furthermore 
{t is not only almost always the own- 
ers, but predominantly the larger 
owners of the means of production 
who are able, with their large profits, 
to buy the greater part of the new 
means of production which aro con- 
tinually coming Into existence. 

This progressive concentration of 
capital has three serious results, 
Yirst; it means that the national in- 
come is distributed loss and Jess with 
regard to human necds; it is apent 
less and Jess on consumer goods and 
more and more on producer goods. 
Secondly, by restricting competition 
between producers, it’ progressively 
destroys whatever meaning there 
ever was in the principle of produc- 
tion following demand in search of 

rofit (Since it enables the monopo- 
ists themselves to dictate demand.) 


Finally, it progressively cuts down 
the home market, and so drives each 
national capitalism to search abroad 
for the markets which its own de- 
volopment has destroyed at home; It 
lends directly, In fact, to imperialism 
and war. 


BASIC DIVISION 

Thus, while the capitalist method 
of production is supremely adapted 
to the ruthless industrialisation of a 
country, it is utterly incapable of 
distributing the wealth ft creates. 
Instead, {t divides society. into two 
classes, the owners and the earners, 
The two classes mingly at the centre 
and are themselves subdivided. But 
the basic division, and antngonism, 
remnins. This splitting up of society 
into two hostile camps, which Is the 
inevitable result of the eapitallat sys- 
tem of production, is the basis of the 
class war, which Professor Middle- 
ton Smith calls “the dominant fea- 
ture of Marxism” which “has instill. 
ced hnte into the veins of civilisation.” 

What is the'alternative that is pro- 
posed by soclalists and communista? 
Socialism, that is, the pro-communist 
stage of society, Is a system of plan- 
ned production for usc. It jx a sys 
tem in whith the means of praduc- 
tion are owned, and tho products 
thereof consumed, by the people who 
work them. Production is based on 
an extimate of what the people would 
like to have produced for them, given 
the available resources of production; 
these resources are then allotted in 
such a way that the necessary kinds 
of goods and services are produced in 
the required quantities. Tho alloca- 
tion of resources between consumer 
and producer goods, which under ca- 
pitallam is left to the guidance of 
private prett with such doplorable 
results, {s under socialism consciously 
planned according to the community's 
needs. Distribution, which capital- 
ism Is by its very nature unable to 
effect, is arranged quito simply under 
socialism by the issue of just exactly 
the right amount of monoy to buy, at 
tho prices -fixed, all tho goods and 
services which the community can 
produce In a given year; thua tho 
only limit to tho markot in a sociallst 
socloty is tho real need of the popu- 
lation for goods and services. 

SOCIALIST INCOMES 

Professor Middlcton Smith. objects 
to socialism because it “rewards the’ 
competent and the incompetent in the 
name style.” But neither: Marx, En- 
gels, Lenin, nor Statin, have cver ad- 
vocated eguality of income. Social- 
ism paya incomes in accordance with 
the quantity and quality of work done. 
That is, it distributes slong tho first 
of the channels used: under capital- 
fam, but closes the second channe 
entirely, that is, distribution by way 
of rent, intercst, and profit. This 
means that tho gross inequalities of 
capitalism are abolished, while tho 
incentive of higher wages for better 
or.moro skilled work (a paychologlcal 
hang-over from capitalist . socie 
which can only bo got rid of in 
course of timc) romairis, But tho 
incquallty of soclalism,. whurs tho 


minimum standard provides o decent 
livelihood, and where incrense in so- 
clal wealth means a rise in every in- 
eqgmo level, ‘is qualitatively different 
from the {nequality of capitalism, 
where tho minimum standard is de- 
atitution and the maximum such 
wealth that it cannot possibly be used 
by the owner, and where increnna.in 
soclat wealth leaves tho poor ns de- 
stitute as ever. Moreover, the econ- 
omic effects of such distribution are 
of first. importance. There can be no 
ucstion of such disparity of |ncomo 
that thero fs no effective demand for 
the full nttainablo output of consum- 
era’ goods. Even if they wanted to, 
the recipients of the larger incomes 
could not invest in means of produc- 
tion and so start the vicious circle 
of capitalism since undor socialism, 
no private ownership of the means 
of production in allowed. 
‘But, apart from inequality of in- 
come, there aro many other incen- 
tives in socialist socicty which are 
entirely Incking under capitalinm.' 
Space forbids a detailed discussion 
of the question, but the basic diffor- 
ences may be noted in passing. First, 
in on expanding cconomy as in Rus- 
sin, promotion,.as the reward for 
good work and tho acquisition of 
greater skill, is much more rapid 
than in‘a stagnant economy such . as 
that of Britain, where the worker's 
chief hope is, not that ho will be 
romoted, but that ho will keep his 
job. Secondly, the consciousness .of 
cach individual worker under socials 
ism that he will himself directly bone- 
fit from his own good work and that 
of his fellows, creates a common con- 
sclousnoss of tho social obligation to 
work wall. Thus public recognition 
or condemnation, for good or ba 
work, acts as an incentive of great 
importance in Russia to-day. ndor 
capitalism on tho other hand, where 
tho worker knows that he is working 
not for himself and his fellows, but 
for the profit of his boss, this social 
incentiva is non-existent. - 
PHENOMENON OF MUTATION 
Tho vital question remains, how- 
ever, ns to how the change over from 
capitalism to socialiam is to be effect- 
ed. Profossor Middlcton Smith main- 
tains that it will come, if at all, in 
the course of peaceful evolution. But 
Just as in the ovolution of species, so 
also in the evolution of socicty, the 
phenomenon of mutation occurs, The 
above analysis of capitalism will have 
shown how impossible it is gradually 
to “socialiso” capitalism, to trans- 
form capitalist production for profit 
by ensy stages to planned production 
for use. Capitalism cannot plan-- 
cannot order mills to produce clothes 
which the people need, for example. 
For in the first place, if there was o 
demand for (ic. a profit in) the pro- 
duction of such goods, they would bo 
being produced alrendy; and second- 
ly, if the mill owners produced clothes 
for which there was no demand (ic. 
which they: could not sell profitably,): 


they would soon go bankrupt. Nor 
tan o capitalist government use tho 
unemployed for the production in 
state factorics of these necessities, 
since it would inevitably flood thu 
market which is already bearing all 
St can, and compete with and ruin the 
existing privute producers in that 
ficld. In inet government “public 
works’? can be applicd only to such 
tasks as road making nnd forest 
planting, which will not in any case 
yleld 2 profit (or at tenst, not a suf- 
ficiently near and attractive one for 
private enterprise.) Finally it Ss 
surely quite simply jinpousible to plan 
the use of the means of production as 
long as they are owned, not by bo- 
ciety, but by private individuals, 
DEMOCRATIC PRETENCE 
Thus the evolution of socloty from 
the capitalist to the socialist stage 
necessitates an evolutionary jump, u 
social mutation. Professor Middle- 


Jjton Smith 


ton Smith maintains that the super 
session of capitalism will only come 
about “with the consent of the major- 
ity of the people and will not bo im- 
poscd upon them", Docs this mean 


that capitalist democracy iu the in- 


strument by which capitalism is to 
be abolished? But capitalist démo- 
cracy is a system of government in 
which the government is elected by 
and responalblo to the capitalist class. 
It has nevor amounted to more. than 
democracy for the capitalist class, 
since it Joaves tho pre-requisite o 
freedom, independent acccas to the 
mcans pf production, exclusively in 
tho hands of the capitalists. So To 4 
as a limited class owns society's very 
means of lifo, not to mention : tho 
wholo ,.vast means of production of 
public opinion, that’ class will rulo; 
domocratic institutions can do no 
more ‘than conceal, and to somo ox- 
tent mitigate, its dictatorship. The 
reality of this underlying dictator- 
ship is revealed whenovor, despite all 
propoganda (whothor of Tho Daily 

atl or Tho Daily Herald, the radio 
or tho cinema, tho school or tho pul- 
pit), the workers be; to try to uso 
the democratic institutions to make 
demands that are incompatible with 
tho proper functioning of capitalism. 
At this point, as has actunjly hap- 
poned in certain European States, the 
democratic pretence: iu swept away 
and open dictatorship substicuted in 
its place. 

BRITISH PEOPLE 

“Tho outstanding characteristic of 
the British people is revolt against 
domination,” says Professor Middle- 
4s not only hunger,

over, just as n British Prime Minister 
or European dictator will be removed 
as soon an ho cennes to fulfil the 
functlona yequired of him by: the en- 
pitalist class, so ajno will the leader 
of the Russian people be superseded 
if ever the Russian workers believe 
him to be no longer the best avail- 
able instrument for the forging of 
the new soclallat society. 

A final word in reply to Professor 
Middtoton Smith's charge that the 
revolutionary catablishment of social- 
ium involves, or at Icant has involved 
in Rusala, “bloody civil war and per- 
secution.” Socinlista and commun- 
isto, the workers with whom Profes- 
sor Middleton Smith has himself as- 
sociated, are neither violent nor 
bloody.
